Fighting his way 
upward again, he found that the 
stairs above him were a mass of 
flames. He beat his way through 
this death trap and gave the alarm 
to those sleeping on the fifth floor. 
But it was almost too late at this 
time for any of the boys to make 
use of the stairway on their way to 
safety, and the fire escapes, situated 
at both the front and rear of the 
building were resorted to. Many of 
the boys made their escape by this 
route, but soon the flames that were 
gutting the entire structure broke 
through the walls alongside the. fire- 
escapes, causing the trapped men to 
make their way through a seething 
sea of flames, down the side of the 
building. Miany were severely burn- 
ed as a result of this mode of exit. 
The fire escapes soon proved them- 
selves useless, and boys trapped ‘in 
other parts of the building were 
forced to the expedient of using a 
rope flung from the windew if they 
were to attain safety. Emil Kaiser, 
a young man from Calgary’ proved 
himself a hero at. this juncture. He 
directed the boys to safety down the 
rope,.explained how to descend with 


co thedeast denget of -, mishap. _ Hel - 
re at his post while the floor 


filled with smoke, and the flames 


were’ coming nearer and nearer. All |- 


were finally. placed in safety ' and 
Emil yelled down to those on the 
ground to know if anyone was over- 
looked, prepared if this was the case, 
to go through the rooms and rescue 
anyone remaining. He stuck to his 
post, while the roof gave every in- 
dication of caving in on top of him, 
and did not seek safety himself un- 
til all were accounted for. He was 
severely burned about the face and 
hands, but doubtlessly saved the 
lives of many of the beys. 

That the fire was of incendiary 
origin is not doubted by those in au- 


thority at the college, as the boys on 


the fifth floor reported having heard 
a terrific explosion, just before or 
just after the smoke was smelled. 
The fire bell rope, on the building is 
also believed to have been cut, which 
delayed the alarm from being broad- 
cast sooner. A suspected lunatic was 
noticed around the campus during the 
last few days, and it is reported that 
he and some of the students were in 
some kind of a fight, following the 
fire, when he endeavored to make off 
with some clothing belonging to the 
students. 

The fire started a minute or two 
after two o’clock, and so rapid did it 
spread that in five minutes the upper 
storey was uninhabitable. ‘‘I can oct 
understand it,’’ we were told by the 
nightwatchman. ‘‘I just got into 


my room and was getting my boots off 
when I smelled the smoke; it couldn’t 


have been more than four minutes 
after I came up the stairs.’’ 

Five boys are in the hospital today, 
suffering from severe burns inflicted 


in their mad rush to escape the 


flames. These boys, two of whom are 


in a serious condition, are: R. Steinke, 
and Walter Strifling, of Leduc; Hal-

STEEL TARIFFS APPROVED, 
BUT PROTEST ALIVE 
Ottawa, May 26—The  inethods 
suggested 4» the Government where- 
by a shorter working day and higher 
wages might be established for men 
in the iron and steel industry are 


scheduled for discussion when the 
House of Commons meets again to- 
day. During the review of the chan- 
ges in the tariff schedule consier- 
able debate has already been precipi- 
tated on the iron and steel revision 
since J. 8. Woodeworth (Labor, Win- 
nipeg North Centre) urged that, as 
the Government was granting cer- 
tain advantages to the steel-makers, 
those concessions might be made con- 
tingent upon the empoyers lessening 
the hours amd increasing the pay of 
their workmen. 

The Winnipeg member was sup- 
ported. in his plea by Hon. R. B. 
Bennett, leader of the opposition, and 
in the course of the discussion last 
week, Mr. Bennett was’ asked by the 
Prime Minister if he would be agree- 
able to having sueh a condition at- 
tached to all the items of the cus- 
toms tariff. Touching on <this mat- 
ter briefly on Friday night, Hon. C. 
A. Dunning, minister of finance, de- 
elared that such a thing would pro- 
duce a chaotic condition throughout 
the countny. 

It would not be practicable, said 
Mr. Dunning, to make certain in- 
creases in protection on steel pro- 
duets contingent on the steel com- 
panies satisfying the Government 
that they were compbying. with the 
provisions of the Treaty of Versail- 
lex by giving its employes eight hour 
days and fair wages. 

Mr. Bennett agreed there was 
doubt of the validity of such an am- 
endmest. However, Progressives took 
a different view and may move such 
en amendment, 

Four items in the steel schedule had 
been held up fortwo days as a re- 
sult of an attack-on working condi- 
tions and hours of labor in the Brit- 
ish Empire Steel Corporation plant in 
Cape Breton. The item. had been left 
over while the Government and mem- 
House had time to. ¢on- 
eider the claim that steel companics 
should not receive these tariff con- 
cessions while men worked in their 
plants 84 hours a week. j 

‘Col. Thomas Cantley (Conservative 
Pictou) made a statement denying 
that the conditions described on 
Wednesday: night last prevailed in 
the milles of the Nova Scotia Steel 
Company. So far as he knew, the 
men in hose mills worked nine hours 
a day. 

A. A. Heaps and J. S. Woodsworth 
Labor members fer Winnipeg, both 
objected to the items passing unt‘! 
there was assurance the employ~< 
would get better conditions. 

E. J. Garland (U.F.A., Bow Riv- 
er) joined with an intimation that an 
amendment would be moved when the 
items were before the House in the 
form of bills. 


The sudden hold-up in the proceed- | 


ings of the House in committee of 
ways and means brought to an end 
an otherwise quiet day. With little 
or no difficulty, Mr. Dunning had got 
nearly all the tariff items in the en- 
tire schedule passed. 

The question was agiain before the 
House Saturday. 

Finlay McDonald (Cons., Cape Bre- 
ton South) moved an amendment to 
the resolution which grants a sub- 
vention of 40 1-2 cents a ton on bit- 
uminous coal, mined in Canada and 
converted into coke in Canada for use 
in the smelting’ of iron ore or in the 
production of steel, that a portion of 
this 49 1-2 cents a ton be devoted to 
omproving conditions among the 
workers either by increasing wages or 
shortening hours, or both.

Commercial Process " 


Is Claimed by 


~ Alberta Chemists} 


Ottawa, May 2 —By. the utiliza- 
tion of natural gas gasoline in almost 
unlimited quantities can be commerc- 
ially. produced from. the tar sands in 
Northern Alberta. Announcement of 
this discovery was made Friday by 
Dr. E. H. Boomer, of the University 
of Alberta, addressing the National 
Research Council. 

The credit for a new method, which 
yields light oils suitable for the pro- 
duction of gasoline, goes to Dr. 
Boomer and Dr. A. K. Clark, also of 
the university. . A semi-commercial 
plant is now in operation in the fields 
and results show that Western Can- 
ada, at least, shortly will be imde- 


The fact that a plant for the pro- 
duction of gasoline has already been 
set up and ha® established definite 
commercial possibilities is regarded 
here as a favorable indication that 
gasoline from products that formerly 
went to waste is. now beyond mere 
possibility and promises the founding 
of an importatit industry. 

Officials of the National Research 
Council are enthusiastic as to thé 
possibilities of the’ new method as 
far as Western Canada is concerned 
and are agreed that with large plants 
and large production, gasoline from 
this source would eventually become 
a competitive factor on the markets 
of Pastern Canada. 

Dr, H. M. Tory, president of the 
National Research Council expressed 
his approval of the discovery miade 
by Dr. Boomer and Dr. Clark. Dr. 
Tory said that the new method ot 
producing gasoline from tar sands, 
held great promise and pronounced it 
‘‘the most significant development 
in this direction in several years.’’ 

Considering the fact that semi- 
commercial production was already a 
fact. Dr. Tory said it might be ex- 
pected that pronounced development 
would occur in a short time. Dr. 
Tory was not prepared to say to what 
extent gasoline produced by this 
means would invade Eastern Canada, 
but stated that such was not beyond 
the bounds of possibility. 

Experiments in an endeavor to ut- 
jlize valuable materials in the tar 
sands and natural gas of the prairie 
provinces had been under way for 
some time, he said, but this was the 
most significant advance. The dis- 
covery had the value of rendering 
useful two of the most easily obtain- 
ed products in that province through 
their combination.

Little Opposition in Convention 


Eighty-two delegates as well as a 
large number of U.F.A. and-U.F. 
W.A. members attended the Farmer’s 
Convention theld in Lacombe, ‘Tues- 
day afternoon, at which the Hon. 
Irene Parlby was the main speaker. 
Charles Albbot was elected Chairman 
and E. W. Cormack, Secretary. |

Financia] statement showed a bal- 
ance on hand of approximately $182.- 
00. 

Premier Brownlee, in a few brief 
remarks to the convention expressed 
his appreciation of his cabinet and 
legislature. Durimg the afternoon 
Premier Brownlee with the Minister 
of Public Works, Mr. McPherson, and 
accompanied by representatives from 
the Lacombe Board of Trade, and 
Municipality of Crown, made a tour 
of inspection of the Lacombe to Bent- 
ley road, which passed by Gull 
Lake. They were met at Bentley 
by a similar delegation from Bentley 
who placed before the Premier 
their desires to have this road taken 
over and maintained by the Govern- 
ment as a gravelled highway. 

Mrs. Parlby went into many mat- 
ters in connection with the adminis- 
tration affairs by the present Govern- 
ment: the financial situation, she 
felt was much improved, because al- 
though the cost of administration 
had been cut down One Million Dol- 
lars, the general service to the public 
had increased. Speaking of the 
highways, she did not see the use of 
ear-marking gasoline taxes and mo- 
tor license, because more than this 
amount is already being spent on the 
roads. The tremendous value of the 
work accomplished by the Depart- 
ment of Public Health could scarcely 
be estimated, The Government had 
tried to be fair to every class or 
group of people, and Mrs. Parlby, 
heartily refuted the charge that the 
Ministers are but ‘‘rubber stamp’’ 
imitations of the Premier. 

Two candidates were placed in 
nomination—the Hon. Irene Parlby, 
and Albert Haarstad, of Bentley. 
Of eighty ballots cast, Mrs. Parlby 
received 63 and Mr. Haarstadt 17, 
and the winning candidate received a 
definite ovation when she rose to 
thank her supporters.
